Over Nation 


Postmaster Bell stated 
today 


that National Air Mail Week v.ill 
be observed throughout the United 
States the week of October 27 to 
November 2 and that the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the schools and 
a large majority of the business 
firms are coopeiatmg' v.uth the lo- 
cal post office in planning num- 
erous activities in order to better 
acquaint the public in the use of 
this better, taster and 
cheaper 


service, and to stimulate the dis- 
patch from Warren of a large vol- 
ume of mail by air during- the de- 
signated seven day period. 


Inauguration, October 1st, 
of 


the new and lower rate oi oc per 
ounce immediately bi ought a sharp 
use in air mail volume, the Post- 
master said. Rapid air mail ser- 
vice, offered for the first time at 
a rate only 2c more than first 
class mail, should stimulate com- 
merce, business leaders in Wa^on 
believe and they are encouraging 
large air mailings during the na- 
tion uide promotion week. 


"We have long advocated lower 
air mail rates" remarked a local 
manufacturer, "and are glad to 
see that the Post Office has bor- 
rowed from business the principal 
that by getting more customers 
for a good product at a reduced 
cost the unit cost of delivery can 
be cut. A lower cost, however, re- 
quires one thing to 
succeed—a 


larger volume."

tested.

A FOOTNOTE OF GRATITUDE 


This is a rather awkward moment in the history of 


the Great Meat Shortage of 1946. It's too late for com- 
plaint and too early either for retrospect or gluttony. 
Yet something ought to be said in this interlude when. 
the steak-for-breakfast fans are getting ready to break 
training. 


So perhaps we might thank those solicitous govern- 


ment officials who provided us with copious explanations 
and statistics to munch on while their colleagues were 
trying to figure out how to get meat back on the table. 


We feel particularly grateful to the geneleman in the 


Public Health Service .who had some comforting word* 
to say about soap, and the shortage thereof. Jame* 
Thrasher, NEA Service, Inc., editorial writer, reminds 
that this official assured the country, at a time when 
most housewives were washing their meatless dishes in 
soapless water, that a temporary curtailment of daily 
bathing wasn't going to undermine the nation's health. 


We don't know under what well-scrubbed condition* 


this gentleman grew to manhood. But we should like to 
suggest that there were fewer apprehensive quakes at 
the prospect of missing the daily bath than any other 
aspect of the meat shortage. 


We don't have figures on the subject (there's on* the 


government statisticians missed), but we feel safe in 
guessing that there, are more stationary bathtubs in the 
United States than in all the rest of the world. Yet mil- 
Jjfca of American houaea are without them. And to the 
resident* of thoae dwelling* a daily all-iver bath is more 
of »- chor» than it's worth. 


It means heating water on a stove, as many current 


morning showtrem remember from their youth, and 
carrying the steaming fluid to the site of the ablutions. 
That could be either a washbowl or, if total immersion Is 
desired, x portable tub. In the latter case the bather 
usually has to shoo the family out of the kitchen to 
achieve a modicum of privacy. In either event, a mop- 
ping-up operation must follow. 


This was the general rule in America 50 years ago, but 


only the rich, the fastidious or the fanatical made it a 
daily one. Among the others there was a goodly pro- 
portion who, enjoying excellent health on one over-all 
scrub a week, regarded more frequent bathing as 
actually harmful. 


Undoubtedly they were wrong, but they could cite 


some classic instances. 


Today bathing i» quick and simple for many. No 


doubt the triumph of modern plumbing has helped to 
make this a healthier world. But who can say that in a 
better and happier world ahead, smarter doctors may not 
rule out the daily bath in favor of three a week ? After 
all, a physician made news the other day by saying that 
the American custom of swilling down water all day 
long was injurious to health. 


Anyway, we're grateful to the Public Health Service 


man for his comforting words. But we still think the 
country wasn't worried a bit.

•'to encourage citizens participa- 
tion in government." It is current- 
ly campaigning to impress folks 
that politics is everybody's busi- 
ness. 
The average citizen, aaya the 
League, after making up his mind 
about the kind of world he wants 
for himself and his family, must 
"express it through political action 
— registering, voting and a lot be- 
side " 


The League says that the trou- 


I ble lies in the low opinion many 


Americans have of politics.

The League stresses the impor- 
tance of the individual, not as a 
single voter, but as an active po- 
litical worker. When he becomes 
a worker he can multiply hii ef- 
fectiveness many fold, says the 
League, simply by getting others 
to go to the polls. 
How "pressure groups" serve a 
purpose in democracy is another 
angle developed in the pamphlet. 
The idea is to make those groups 
which are thoroughly representa- 
tive of the people useful. It warns 
against those which represent only 
one special point of view. 
• - • • 


TN DISCUSSING political parties 
A the League says that "ma- 
chines" can be beaten or can at 
least be made to serve the average 
citizen. 
The pamphlet also describes the 
mechanics of a political party, how 
it operates from precinct up to 
national committee. It suggests 
that one good way to get into pol- 
itics is to run for precinct com- 
rmtteeman on the party ticket. 
This can be achieved by "side- 
walk-pounding and doorbell-ring- 
ing." 
The citizen then will learn po- 
litics "from the inside and will be 
in a position to get something done 
about what looked hopeless from 
the outside."

the boys and gals that gather at 
the pop founts will soon find they 
can only gather at the dry fount. 
Cakes and cookies turned out 


[ by bakeries will be growing scarc- 
er and scarcer and the bird who 
has been used to dunking his cook- 
ies and sweet rolls in the morn- 
ing will have to switch to hard 
rolls and unsweetened Java. 
It's a hard life, eh folks.

nounced today that District Game 
Protectors and hundreds of Deput- 
ies will work day and night from 
now on in an effort to break up the 
practice, which they believe has 
increased this year due to the meat 
shortage and a plentiful supply of 
game. At any rate there has been 
an epidemic of major violations in 
various sections of the state which 
resulted in 163 prosecutions having 
been brought in September for 
which penalties in the amount of 
56,887.00 was collected. 


Officials said that while the ma- 
jority of these were for pre-season 
shooting, there were many ap- 
prehensions made for spot lighting 
and killing deer at night. Most 
of the defendants In these cases 
were fined $200.00, in addition to 
the suspension, of their hunting and 
trapping privileges for a period of 
years. 


Officials said there is no worse 
violator than the cheat who robs 
law abiding hunters of their sport 
by pre-season shooting and re- 
minded sportsmen, landowners and 
others that it is their duty to re- 
port any person they observe vio- 
lating the game laws either before 
season, during the season, or after 
the season.
